KILLS SELF 


Weisse Plunges Shears in 
Heart in Third Attempt to 
After Rescue 


After falling in three attempts 
to commit suicide Friday night, 
Paul Weisse of 1106 West Seven- 
tieth street. tried again last night 
and was successful. He stabbed 
himself in the heart with a pair 
of scissors after a fight with his 
nurse in which he cut her pain- 
fully on the arma. 

Weisse made the first attempts 
to end his life on the beach near 
‘Santa Monica. He drove his auto- 
‘mobile over a small cliff facing 
the beach. Crawling out of the 
wreckage of his car, he rushed out 
into the water Iptent on drowning 
himself. The drop of the automo- 
bile over the cliff had been seen. 
however, and Miss Mildred Sentt 
of 3860 Woodlawn avenue, rushed 
down from the boulevard and 
pulled him out of the water. 
Recovering from the effects of 
the drenching, he picked un a 
jagged rock and began to beat his 
head with it, becoming so violent 
that three men were necessary to 
carry him to the nearest hospital. 

Under the care of a nurse. Mias 
Marjorie Ray of 461 Hartford ave- 
nue, Welsse was in his home last 
night. He grabbed a pair of 
ecissors, according to the police re- 
Port, and slashed at his nurse 
when she attempted to wrest them 
from him. He cut her arms se- 
verely. Shaking off her clutches, 
he plunged the sé@issors into his 
heart and bled to death rapidly.

Complaint regarding the project- 
ed country club was made to Mr.

Citizens’ Meetings Result in

WHITTIER, June 1.—Los Nie- 
tos, the schoo! district south of 
Whittier and serving the Santa Fe 
Springs commdénity, finds itself 
strangely perturbed over the pur- 
chase of a site for the new school 
building for which $100,000 was 
voted by residents of the district 
last March. 

The Board of Trustees for the 
school had practically decided 
upon a site when dissatisfaction 
was shown, and a number of meet- 
ings have been held and the mat- 
ter discussed. Last evening an 
unusually animated meeting was 
held and Dalloting upon the three 
sites proposed was the chief order 
of business. 

The sites and the number of 
votes cast for each were as fol- 
lows: Safford tract of seven acres 
at approximately $3000 per acre, 
$5: Briewalter, about seven acres. 
at $3000 per acre, €66. and the 
Wilde tract of 8.44 acres at $2850 
per acre, 4. 

Two question«, however, have 
arisen since ‘the voting. one is 
whether or not the trustees could 
find capital to take the bonds, as 
there te a road dedicated, Dut not 
used running through the proper- 
ty and this would probably have 
to be vacated, according to proc- 
ess of law. This would at least 
cause @ delay in the disposal of the 
school bonds and delay opérations 
wherein cash would be needed. 

The other question is whether or 
not it takes a two-thirds majority | 
of all t votes to enable the 
school trustees to use the money. 
In that case the Safford site is out 
of tae running by about fifteen 
votes. 

County Superintendent Kepple 
has been appealed to, but hes not 
as yet given his decision as to the 
next step In the proceedings. Some 
are of the opinion that the situa- 
tion ig so much involved that it 
may take some time to elucidate 
the many angles and make the 
matter clear to all’ corcerned.

Beliefs by Bureau Official 
Told Federation 


Continued efforts of the Bureau 
of Indian Affairs to destroy the 
religion of the Pueblo Indians are 
reported by Mra. Stella M. Atwood 
of Riverside, chairman of the 
committee on indian welfare of 
the General Federation of Wom- 
en's Clube. 

According to Mrs. Atwood, the 
Indian Commissioner paid another 
visit to Tadés pueblo. in New Mex- 
leo, a short time ago. and threat- 
ened the Indians with harsh meaa- 
utes if they persisied in their re- 
ligious dances and ceremonies, and 
also demanded that two boys tem- 
porarily withdrawn from sahoo!l | 
to receive religious instruction be 
sent, back at once, and that no 
more boys be withdrawn for that 
purpose. 

Mre. Atwood had joined the 
Chamber of Commerce and other 
organizations in circulating the 
appeal to other Indians and to the 
people of the United States, 
adopted the ith inet. by the 
Council of New Mexico Pueblos, 
the substance of which was 
printed in The Times. In thia the 
Indians claim the protection of the 
Treaty of Guadalupe Hildago and 
of the Enabling Act admitting 
New Mexico to Statehood, both of 
which guarantee religious liberty 
to all residents of ew Mexico, 
whether citizens or not.

Pilot Planes All Day and Overhaul 
at Night Is Program .While_ . 
Ships Hold Target Practice

that the crew of a scouting plane must be the hardest-worked 
outfit in the fleet. Likewise that these fellows are as seagoing 


as the destroyer crews. 
The largest scouting plane 
squadron on the Pacific, VS Squad- 
ron Two, has just been attached 
permanently to the Battle Fieet 
and hereafter will operate direct- 
ly with the battleships and de- 
stroyers at sea. It is now 
at Los Angeles Harbor, under com- 
mand of Lieuvtenant-Commander 
P. M. Bates, with the U.8.8. Aroo- 
stock as tender. 
The twenty-three pilots and 150 
enlisted men of the squadron have, 
with thirteen planes, just com- 
pleted a month of what is de- 
clared to be the most valuable as- 
sistance ever rendered the Battle 
Fleet by aircraft in gunnery prac- 
tice and pattle maneuvers. 

BUSY ALL DAY 
The six giant H-16 type sea- 
planes based ai this port have been 
in the air almost daily from sun- 
rise to sunset, aiding the battie- 
ships in gunnery exercises, while 
off San Diego the other half of 


; the squadron has been equally busy 


retrieving torpedoes fired by the 
destroyer squadrons torpedo 
practice.

If 
it does not do one or all of these things it is a deadly peril: Money is 
like any other great power, such as fire, electricity or water. If mis- 
applied it is a menace. There is a heart hunger which money never 
satisfies. As proof, witness the list of suicides of millionaires’ sons 
and daughters. Out of respect for the innocent we withhold names 
which we know. Babson is surely right in his constant insistence that 
rich men and women do a wrong and dangerous thing to their sons 
and daughters in turning over indiscriminately riches which these 
children have not earned. Few such sons and daughters are either 
a enough or unselfish enough to make proper use of such wealth. 
Doubtless noble and wise sons and daughters of wealth could be 
pointed out. But there are others. Their records are on the news 
pages. n

What does it mean to be “educated”? Let some dictionary man 
speak out. Let some university president tell us whether it means to 
respect the Constitution of the United States, or to sneer at certain 
parts of it which you do not personally like. The supporters of our 
schools, colleges and universities have a reason and a right to ask the 
presidents and instructors in these institutions what they really mean 
by education. We know the etymology of the word. We must have 
something better than that. We know it means “lead out,” “lead 
forth.” But Chicago and the rest of the country are asking now with a 
new emphasis, “What is it that the university is going to lead out—a 
moral idiot or a sane citizen with a conscience?” If sensible men are 
to be asked for millions to endow the Chicago University and other 
schools, these men are going to ask with fresh interest and emphasis, 
“What sort of citizens are you going to train in your university? Are 
you going to lay more stress on chemistry than you do on character?” 
“Are you going to fan the central fires of the universe called God and 
the human conscience, or are you going to have sneering professors 
who make light of these everlasting verities?” The men who give 
money to educational institutions have a right to ask these questions. 
And it is their duty to demand a satisfactory answer. 


Jo we not know that a book written by a professor of one of our 
northern universities and distributed by the thousands since the World 
War began had patches of poison thought in it which would undermine 
Christian citizenship? Prof. Todd’s book belittled the social teaching 
of Jesus as compared with that of certain German propagandists. On 
certain of our high school buildings is written in conspicuous letters, 
“The education of the youth is the foundation of the State.” Well, that 
altogether depends on how and in what they are educated. For forty

ATERIAL DAMAGE SMALL 

Now that the strain caused by the foot 
and-moath epidemic in California is nearly 
ended and the major part of the quaren- 
tined territory has been released we can 
take stock of the situation in a spirit free 
of bias or hysteria. 

Sam H. Greene, secretary-manager of the 
Calffornia Dairy Council, an important 
ber of Gov. Richardson's Washington com- 
mittee, has reviewed and reported on the 
general damage the State has suffered from 
the visitation and finds the materia! loss 
is not heavy. The money value of the cattle 
destroyed is only about 2% per cent of the 
money value of the berds that have escaped 
the contagion, so that the setback to the 
whole business of cattle raising in Califor- 
nla has been slight. 

Of course, some owners of valuable herds 
have been hard hit. These will be compen- 
sated. as far as possible, by Federal and 
State assistance. But the loss of live stock 
to the State as a whole is only a small frac 
tion, that one year’s good breeding season 
will entirely overcome. 
there are still cattle in California untouched 
to the value of $162,890,500. 

When we consider that the total value 
of last year’s agricultural produce in Call- 
fornia has been given at $585,000,000 in 
round numbers it is very plain that a large 
part of the financial anxiety over the foot- 
and-mouth disease was entirely unnecessary. 
In fact, Mr. Greene declares that it is no 
more than a frost or a flood or a drought 
has caused in former years without result- 
ing in hysteria or attracting such universal 
attention. 

At the same time, it was essential that 
the autborities took drastic measures to 
meet a situation that threatened to become 
serious if not kept well in hand. These 
very measures were bound to have a psy- 
chological effect on the people who read of 
herds being destroyed and who knew that 
they were being inconvenienced and ham- 
pered by the restrictions and precautions 
adopted. And certain exaggerations were 
the natural consequence. 
| But that is now happily over. California 
bas reason to congratulate itself that official 
action was prompt and that the people, act- 
ing in unison, have come out of the trouble 
with so small a material loss.

IN RADIO TO, 


BE TESTED 
Short-Wave 
Made for Installation on 
Airship Shenandoah 


Radio engineers of the United 
States Naval Research Laboratory 
were so impressed with their re- 
sults of recent experiments with 
short-wave transmission and _ re- 
ception in daylight, that they 
have designed .a new short-wave 
transmitter for the Naval Aigship 
Shenandoah, according to Dr. A. 
H. Taylor, chief of the laboratory. 

Through the oo-operation of 
amateurs. in more than forty 
States, some stations distant: a 
or more miles, NKF, at 
Bellevue, C., has secured ex-~- 
cellent results “in two-way coimn- 
munications on 3000 kilocycles or 
100 meters, in radio telegraphy 
and also in radiophone transmis- 
sion tests. The reliability of short 
waves and thelr ability to carry 
for long distances, “expecially in 
the daytime, Dr. Taylor points 
out. has resylted._in the construc- 
tieh of an transmitter which wil! 
go as low ue eighty meters with a 
steady wave. believes that 
‘short waves do fiot follow ordin- 
ary tranamission laws.

STATIC FLASHES 


Although practically every 
American from the age of 7 to 97 
knows considerable about radio, 


there still are countries whose 
citizens do not know what the 
word “listening-in” means and few 
of them have ever tuned in a set. 
In Sicily, for example, the term 
“radio” usually means a new kind 
of talking machine although, per- 
haps, there are a few:who know it 
refers to a wireless telephone, the 
use of which is forbidden by the 
government. “It is practically im- 
possible to impart to even the most 
intelligent, the real idea of radio,” 
Vice-Consul Ieary of Palerma, 
writes, “because it never has been 
brought to their knowledge by lit- 
erature, or practical demonstra- 
tion.” 

The Latvian government not yet 
has decided whether a general use 
of radio apparatus will be per- 
mitted. With the exception of gov- 
ernment wireless telegrap sta- 
tions, such apparatus is not in ure 
and one resident subject of a for- 
eign nation who purchased a radio 
telephone receiving set was sub- 
jected to examination by local of- 
ficials. Efforte to arouse interest 
in the possibilities of radio have 
met with little enthusiasm, al- 
though it seems that the local au- 
thorities are beginning to sense the 
advantages. Broadcasting con- 
cessions are desired by many pro- 
moters, but objection’ has been 
volced by the National Opera and 
the press probably wil! take the 
position that news broadcast dur- 
ing the evening would impair its 
value the following afternoon.

The radio bill fostered’ by Rep- 
resentative White of Maine has 
been reported out of committee, 
and is now before the House of 
Representatives.

Concerning this point 
Mr. White said: 

“There has been much public 
discussion of the interference 
caused by receiving sets and many 
requests that legislation sheuld be 
framed to prevent the use of re- 
ceiving sets which radiate energy. 
The committee fully appreciates 
that an evil exists, but is not able 
to suggest any remedy which is 
not worse than the’ Im En- 
gland all the receiving sets are 
licensed. We cannot recommend 
such a system in this country. 
There are probably 3,900,000 or 
more receiving sets in use. The 
licensing of such a number of 
sete would require a tremendous 
clerical force and enormous ex- 
pense, and if the regulations con- 
tained in the license were to’ be 
made effective their would have 
Lo be was army of inspectors em- 
ployed.. 

“Our conclusion is that it is im- 
practicable to deal with the situa- 
tion through licenses. No other 
legislative remedy appeals to the 
judgment of the committee. The 
evidence before us leads us to be- 
lieve that with gradual improve- 
ments of the types of sets, and 
with the increased skill in their 
manipulation which continued use 
will give, there will be Teas and 
lees of trouble from this source. 
We do not, therefore, recommend 
any control of receiving appara- 
tus.”

INTEREST IN 
RADIO FOUND 
WORLD-WIDE 


Globe Enjoying Thrill of 
Listening In’ 


BY CARL BUTMAN 

General interest in radio, espec- 
flally in broadcasting, has not only 
developed in this country, but ite 
populaPity has circumnavigated the 
globe from west to east, and is 
now going over the top and bot- 
tom. Recent reports indicate 
that this means of universal and 
rapid communication has reached 
and southern ex- 
tremities of the world. 

Literally radio now reaches from 
“Greenland’s. icy mountains to 
India’s coral strands,” and even 
to the southern Lips of Africa and 
South Amertéea. 

Denmark is installing four trans- 
mitting- stations in Greenland to 
communicate with Iceland. and 
the mainland of Europe; the Radio 
Club of Bengal, at Calcutta, india, 
is licensed to broadcast, and has 
installed a powerful receiving ata- 
tion which. brings in London! 
broadcasts: publicity and. advér- , 
tising in Chile have increased 
radio interest and nightly pro- 
grams are sent out for urban and 
-rural. residenté; while in South 
Africa arrangements for the broad 
casting of music, instructions, etc., 
are planned for the natives by 
stations in Durban. Johansiesburg, 
and Cape Toven. 

Radio, however, is still unknown 
in some countries such as Sicily, 
barely introduced in Portugal, and 
slow to develop in Japan, despite 
the fact that this noveity-loving 
race seized upon the phonograph 
and camera with great interest. In 
other lands it is prohibited, 
in Jamaica, for instance. 
Operations-are controlled by t 
governments of England, Germany: 
Denmark, Spain and Lithuania. In 
some countries foreign interésts 
are striving to secure a monopoly, 
according to consular reports re- 
ceived by the Départment of Com- 
merce almost daily. .

They will not be a 
menace te the oft referred to in- 
nocent bystander. If policemen in 
Los Angeles can be developed into 
the best shots in the world, then 
crooks will be very careful how 
they pull gun-play in these parts. 
In fact, the gun-toting crook will 
look for safer fields in which to 
operate. An officer who can 
shoot straight unfailingly, will not 
get excited and shoot at the wrong 
time. He has confidence. He 
knows that, in the show-down, the 
odds are in his favor. 


SIX POLICEMEN KILLED 

In a little more than a year of 
local history six policemen have 
been shot and killed by crookse— 
eight crooks have been killed in 
the same length of time by po- 
licemen. The figures might have 
been considerably changed in favor 
of the law. if policemen were crack 
shots. There should have been 
eight dead crooks and no dead po- 
licemen. 

Some of us remember one sunlit 
afternoon, not long ago, when we 
stood beside the open graves of 
two brother officers. We knew 
the men an loved them. We 
heard the weeping of the stricken 
families and shared in their grief 
We believe. that, had these 
been able to shoot a little quicker, 
and straighter, they still would 
have been with us and with their 
families. 

Unfortunately, policemen are 
called upon to shoot men who are 
a menace to humen life and to 
organized society. And, when they 
are required to shoot, it becomes 
a matter of life and death for the 
officers. They usually shoot only 
when it is a matter of life and 

death. There is no place to prac- 
tice shooting: there is no ammu- ) 
nition available with which to 
practice. Let them have a place 
to practice. ammunition with 
which to practice and a good in- 
structor to tnstruct them. They all 
may learn to shoot good and some 
of them will learn to shoot good 
if they have the chance.

WE EAT MORE SUGAR 
THAN GRANDPA DID 


Bight pounds of sugar a year 
used to be all that the average 
American consumed. But that was 
100 years ago, in the time ef John 
Quincy Adams and Andrew Jack- 
son. Now the average American 
consumes 104 pounds of sugar in 
a 


year. 

This is the way sonsumption 
changes over a period of years: 
ai.d as consumption changes. pro- 
duction must follow suit, says J. I. 
Falconer, head of the rural eco- 
nomics department at the Ohio 
State University. 

From that per capita consump- 
tion of eight pounds, sugar con- 
sumption increased to thirty 
pounds in 1850, to eighty pounds | 
in 1915, and to 104 pounds in 
1922. Although these figures are 
based on the United States, they 
hold true for most of the world. 

Prof. Falconer continues: “The 
appearance and use of sugar af- 
fords a good example of the serv- 


ice of science to many ef the 
changes we expect in 
our food supply. In the time of 
Queen Fliaa eth, a pound of suger | 
cost as much as a quarter of veal. | 
Now a pound of sugar can be 
bought for less than the price of 
@ pound of veal. 

“This increased consumption has 
been due partly to improvements 
in methods of production, partly 
to an increasing variety of uses, 
and partly to the greater earnings 
of the modern working man in 
bringing greater opportunity to in- 
dulge in luxuries. 

“At the present time the United 
States produces about one-third of 
the total sugar consumed, the oth- 
er two-thirds is tmported mainiv 


from Cube. Of our total domes- 
tic production, about one-third is 
peet sugar and two-thirds cane 
sugar.”—-[Columbus Diepatch.

Trade Predicts Another 
Sharp Slamp in Unfilled 
Steel Orders — 


Reflecting an expected decrease 
of from 660,000 to 600,000 tons 


in the unfilled orders of the Uni- 
ted States Steel Corporation as of 
May 31, stee] shares on the New 
York Stock Exchange were sold 
heavily yesterday. Bethlehem 
Stee] common fell to a new low 
for the year of 45 1-4 and earlier 
in the week, United States com- 
mon also sank back to its 1924 
low point. The report will be is- 
sued Tuesday. and if the decline 
reaches 600.000 tons it will bring 
the total down to approximately 
3,600,000 tons, or the lowest point 
touched since November 30, 1914, 
when bookings dropped to 3,324,- 
592 tons. 

Wires to local brokers yester- 
duy stated that the decline in May 
would mot -have fallen below 400,- 
000 tom if buyers had not can- 
eceled contracts because of the re- 
cessions in the prices for the va- 
rious products manufactured by 
the United States Steel Corpora- 
tion. 

Shipments of the corporation in 
May are estimated to have been 
about 1,000,000 tons. This would 
indicate a daily average of aboot 


37,000 tons for twenty-seven 
working days, according te east- 
ern estimates. Incoming orders 


amounted to approximately 575,- 
000 to 600,000 tons, or an average 
of between 22,000 and 23,000 tons 
per day and leaving a decrease of 
499,000 to 425,000 tons in unfilled 


orders. 
In the shipments of the 
tion amounted to between 
1,050,000 and 1,100.600 tons and 
incoming orders were estimated 
at from 650,000 to 675.0600 tona 
which indicated that cancellations 
at the end of that month amount-

A FLOCK OF OWLS 
GROWING IN NUMBER 


It is common knowledge that 
gawny, barn, and long-eared .owls 
have increased considerably in 
numbers tn East Lothian tn recent 
years, and there is no doubt that 
they are today far more numerous 
than most people have any tdea. 

Motoring recently after the fal! 
of darkness along sa byroad be- 
tween Macmerry and Pencaitland, 
I drew the attention of my pes- 
senger to an owl flying overhead, 


epeed so that we might obtain a 
better view of the bird. We then 
noticed a second owl, and almost 
tmmediately a third and a fourth, 
flying over the fleld on our right; 
indeed, {it seemed that there was 
a whole flock of them. as we 
counted as many as six clearly 
visible against the sky at the same 
time. At first I thought that they 
must be peewits, which often he,

IS INCREASING 


Opening of All Roads Brings 
Rush of Machines 


Figures Indicate More Cars 9 


Than Ever Before 


Mountains Are Opened Quite 
Early This Year

Bince the opening of all roads 
in the State, travel has increased 
nearly 100 per cent over this date 
last year. Transcontinental travel! 
ie pouring into California in untold 
numbers, end while the Arizona 
border is still closed to eastbound 
travel, there seems to be «4 
Strong tendency for visiting mo- 
torists to return home via the Pa- 
cifle Northwest through Oregon, 
Washington and Idaho. 

Travel into our national parks 
also has increased. We were ad- 
vised yesterday that this is partic- 
ularly true of Yosemite, where on 


Friday of last week 725 private 
automobiles entered that park. and | 


nearly 600 persons came by train. 
making @ total of almost 3000 per- 
sons arriving there in one day. 

With the early opening of the 
mountain roads, due to the small 
amount of snow which fell this 
past winter, the high Sierra sec- 
tions will be open to motor travel 
earlier than ever before. 

The San Bernardino Mountains 
and the San Diego and Riverside 
back country are having the larg- 
est tourist travel today that they 
have ever enjoyed. and all roads 
in those sections have been 
Placed in the best possible shape 
by both county and State highway 
departments. 

Present indications would lead 
one to believe that the total of 
177,930 .cars which entered Cali- 
fornia over the various transcon- 
tinental routes last year will be 
broken before fall. Last year's

Use Bark for 


Substitute if 
Heel Is Lost 


If you lose a shoe heel in the 
woods, build up another, using 
the inner bark of cedar cut to the 
right thickness for taps, or layers. 
The screw driver, screws and pliers 
in your camp kit will furnish all 
the toole and materials needed. 
Cut your cedar bark into the size 
and shape for heel making. Then 
bore the screw holes through the 
bark with the handle-end of a 
small file; this prevents splitting. 
Next fasten the heel into place 
with screws, which will likely come 
right on through into the inside 
of your shoe. Note how far they 
come inside; then unscrew one and 
take it out. Do this one at a time, 


with four good-sized screws and 
you have a good heel that will 
bring you home.

RADIO IN SURVEYING 


An improved system of marine 
surveying in which radio plays a 
leading part, has been ‘developed 
by the United States coast geodet- 
ic survey working with the Bu- 
reav of Standards. It is now be- 
ing used in surveys along the Ore- 
gon Coast and the tests demon- 
strate it to be as accurate as any 
of the generally used sight sur- 
veys at sea. 

The new system depends upon 
velocity of sound through sea 
water, which, if known, enabler 
the operator on shipboard to fix 
the distance from two or more 
known positions on shore. A cal- 
culation then permits the opera- 
tor to work out his own position. 
fn this method a bomb fired un- 
der wdter near a vessel sends out 
a sound wave which travels until 
it reaches an underwater tele- 
phone which is connected by ca- 
ble with a shore radio station. The 
sound itself by means of suitable 
apparatus, sends back a radio sig- 
nal to the ship in such a way that

Nor were 
matters helped as they should 
have been by Lillian Nordica, Em- 
ma Eames, and their native con- 
freres. The real movement in be- 
half of fair consideration of our 
exceptional singers and instrumen- 
talists did not gather much head- 
way until a few years . And! 
suddenly the discriminating woke 
up to existing facts. 


FAIR TREATMENT FOR ALL 

Now the fair-minded are aware 
that no partiality should he 
shown in estimating the worth of 
the music art. They also know that 
many of our greatest individual 
artists came from Europe. Most 
of the so-called stars are foreign- 
ers; but not all of them, by any 
means, are superior to the best 
Americans in their respective 
classes. In some instances a reign- 
ing favorite is actually toferior to 
one or more than one musician 
who was born and reared in the 
United States. 

What ts true is that the majort- 
ty of the music headliners come 
from abroad. And there you have 
the particular fly that is in the 
ointment. 

If it had not been for the influx 
of European musicians, which has 
gone steadily on ever since the late 
World War began, Americans 
would probably have had better | 
opportunities. Rig*.t now, with | 
competi‘ion greater than ever it 
has been, the native creative and 
interpretative musician is forging 
ahead.
